EXAMPLE MANY COULD FOLLOW 


SPRINGFIELD, MASS. - Nearly 800 tuition-free scholarships to 
special Springfield College programs will be given to Springfield 
children living in the Hill-McKnight area this spring and summer, 
college President Wilbert E. Locklin announced today. 

Funding for the Community Program is being provided by the 
college’s Urban Life Program, the Pioneer Valley United Fund, and 
other sources. 

At a press conference held this morning at the college, Dr. 
Locklin said, “This spring and summer Springfield College Commun- 
ity Program will give 786 boys and girls in the neighborhood an 
opportunity to have educational instruction in three major areas: 
art, athletics, and outdoor recreation. We have waived tuition in 
programs for as many 6 to 18 year old youngsters as possible 
without losing the advantage of personal instruction for each 
student.” 

Three typical programs are Camp Massasoit, the College’s summer 
day camp, which will provide scholarships for 30 boys and girls in 
each two-week period (for total of 120 children). The Colleges 
Baseball School will give scholarships to 12 boys, age 13-16. The 
new Art In Urban Life Program will give opportunities to 80 boys 
and girls between the ages of 6 and 18. There are six other similar 
programs and schools, including swimming instruction which can 
accommodate 400 children. 

President Locklin noted that the College recognized the addition- 
al instructional facilities outside of schools and agencies which were 
needed for children in the neighborhood. The College’s facilities are 
heavily committed to its students, even in the summer, so that it was 
difficult to create intirely new instructional programs for the 
children, however... “with full consultation with the leaders of 
neighborhood agencies and with their cooperation and advice” Dr. 
Locklin said, “our faculty developed this program which takes 
advantage of existing programs for boys and girls at the College. We 
were greatly encouraged by the cooperative spirit of community 
leaders, directors of local agencies, and organizations such as the 
Pioneer Valley United Fund.” 

“We shall not duplicate the work of existing agencies of 
programs,” Dr. Locklin continued, “Springfield College is providing 
funds, along with the United Fund, as well as the faculty and 
facilities such as the new Art Linkletter Natatorium. We are asking 
our neighborhood agencies to select the boys and girls for the - 
scholarships.” 

The agencies named were the Central Branch YMCA, Northern 
Educational Services, Dunbar Community Center and the Hill- 
McKnight Neighborhood Council. The College itself will seek boys 
and girls for scholarships only if enrollment in the nine schools and 
programs were unfilled by the four agencies. 

Coordinating the Community Program will be Edward F. San- 
dow, the College’s Administrative director of YMCA Programs and 
assistant professor of physical education, John L. Neumann,

WE KNOW WHAT 


SOCIAL SECURITY NEWS 


Q. My wife has been mentally ill for 
four years. The State Hospital where 
she is committed advised me to file a 
claim for disability benefits, which I 
did, and my wife’s benefits are being 
paid. But the social security people 
said my seven year old daughter was 
not eligible because she was not 
dependent on my wife. Did the re- 
cent changes in the social security 
Law change this rule? A. Yes. Effee- 
tive beginning with the month of 
February 1968, a child is deemed to 
be dependent on its mother if the 
mother worked long enough under 
social security to be fully insured. A 
previous requirement that the woman 
worker also have social security cred- 
it for very recent work (unless it 
could be shown that she had furnish- 
ed more than’ the child’s support) 
has been removed. The changed rule 
applies in retirement and death cases 
as well. The revision now makes 
dependency requirements on a wo- 
man the same as those by which 
children formerly were deemed 
dependent on a father. Q. 1am 40 
years old and have three children. 
The youngest is 7, my daughter is 10, 
and the oldest is 19, For the last year 
I have been receiving disability bene- 
fits from social security. When I filed 
my claim I was told my children 
could not receive benefits because 
they were not dependent on me. I 
understand there is some change in 
social security and that they can now 
receive benefits. Is this true? A. Yes, 
this is true. Since you are receiving a 
disability benefit from social security 
you are fully insured. The 1967 
amendments changed the depen- 
dency test for the payment of bene- 
fits on a mother’s record of work 
under social security. Your two 
youngest children can definitely 
qualify for benefits which will be 
paid until they are 18 and as long as 
you are disabled. Your 19 year old is 
eligible if he is attending school full 
time, or if he is unable to work 
because of a disability which began 
before he was 18. You should get in 
touch with your nearest social se- 
curity office to apply for benefits for 
the children. Bring their birth certi- 
cates with you.
